The 
wheels are of cast steel, with discs of shee 
steel bolted on to each side, and are fitted with 
‘solid tyres. Paddle blades are bolted to the 
driving wheels for assistance in driving through 
soft. sand. The rubber tyres have narrower 
threads than usual to permit of sinking } in the 
‘sand, as the wide, flat tyres first used in sand 
tended to churn up a bank in front, but the 
new tyre sinks to the hard.

rn Rise in Mouse Rent. 


The excessive and continuons rise in honse 
rent in Alexandria and Cairo, in the face of an 
acute financial crisis, is one of the economic 
mysteries of Egypt. The same sort of thing 
has of late been going on at Naples where tlie 

inhabitants have adopted a drastic method of 
solving the difficulty. Naples is in the throes 
of something very closely resembling civil war 
owing to the rise of house-rent, which has been 
‘artificially put up by a syndicate of builders. 
Nearly 6,000 people have refused not only to 
pay their rent, but even to leave their houses, 
and the number of these passive resisters is £0 
, _ large that it is impossible to dislodge them. 
Now the authorities have decided to evict them 
ae force, The garrison has been reir freed by 
400 soldiers, 1,000 carabiniers, and 250 police- 
men, to meet all possible emergencits. 


Cerman Levant Line. 


Towards nine pm. on Friday week the Ger- 
man Levant Line's S.S. Milos,“ of UH: ambury, 
was signalled in distress and on fire five niles 

westward of Ushant Light. The Maritime Pre- 
fecture immediately ordered Torpedo-boat 170 
to proceed to the assistance of the Milos, and 
three steamers and several fishing-boats also 
went to belp her. Eight men belonging to the. 
-erew were still on board, but twelve others had 
taken to a boat, and nothing has since been seen 
of them.On the following day, north of Moleme, 
the Hull steamer „Douro“ took the “Milos” in 
Low, with the object of bringing her to Brest; 
boat after enc ountering serious difficulties was 
compelled to relinquish the attempt, the tow 
rope having heen burned. It is feared that the 
Milos, betore she can be towed into safety, 
will run upon the rocks and become a total 
wreck. Lifeboats have gone in search of the 
twelve missing enilors, but it is feared that 
they have perished. .

SUPREME CONSULAR COURT. 


REX v. CANNON, 

The last case to be 13 00 at the Alexandria 
sessions of the Supreme Consnlar Court came 
on for hearing this morning. It is of interest 
as it is the first edse of the trial of an English- 
man for the murder of another Englishman 
that has come before the Cons lar Court within 
living memory. Mr. Whitworth was counsel 
for the accused, Thomas Cannon, who has been 
in Hadra Prison since the 24th October, when 
he was arrested by Mr. Blattner, the Superin- 
tendent of the Port City Police at Alexandria. 
The prosecution was conducted by Mr. Preston, 
the Crown Prosecutor for Egypt. 

The crime was committed on board a petro-

last. Cannon cut the throat of a fellow fireman, 
named Henry King, who on his return to 
England was to have married.

CAIRO OPERA OPE BEABON. 


“LAFRICAINE \ N 


L' Africaine” was the first intimation of 
failure in the company, not so much from Mlle 
Robertson’s unfortanate errors in the septet, 
but from the apparent inability of anyone to 
put her right; and save the situation. Mlle Ro- 
bertson—one cannot escape from the fact— 
sang very badly, and was hopelessly out, of 
tune, but she should never have had the part, zotus 
and she gave the impression that she disliked 
it. She should not be judged by it. 

I cannot agree with the opinion of those who 
praised Mme Magne and M. Soubeyran ; true, 
Mme Magne was as correct as canal, but 
except for a moment or two in the second act, 
she was by no means impressive; M. Soubeyrau, 
in his more forceful moments displayed com- 
pass and tone, but in the ‘piano’ passages he was 
practically inaudible; no doubt a critic in ons of 
the first five rows may have heard and esteemed 
certain shades of expression inandible to those 
in the last rows of the stalls. Certainly some of 
the praises I read earned a seat in high places 
M. Valette was admirable in the ‘Batlade’ and 
deserved his encore, but for the rest he was less 
impressive than usval. M. Coiglio, as Don 
Pedro, was praised, but he seemed to me, —1 
must confess it—timeless, crude, and devoid 
of vigour. I notice that his good acting is men- 
tioned ; perhaps the characteristics I mention- 
ed suit the part of the nervous commander of 
an ill fated expedition. The chorus was again 
really excellent, instinct with decision, foree, 
and accuracy, far more so than the orchestra; 
and some of the voices seemed unusually good. 
Indeed it seems as though the chorus this 
year will prove the main stay of the operatic 
season ; except for M. Valette and Mile Gene- 
vois (in her special parts) the promise is not 
phenomenal—good, correct as a rule, free from 
the harrowing discords of last year, but dis- 
tinctly provincial. L anticipate Don Juan and, 
Lohengrin with mixed ‘feetings, Of course 
‘lL’ Africaine’ is not the opera one would choose 
to show off the best points of a company; it is 
long pretentious, and uninteresting except for 
a few places, and eveu these seem inappropriate; 
it is distinctly Mid-Viotorian and to carry it off 
the soloists must be super-excellent. Still we 
can takevcomfort in that the ‘toughest piéees 
de ré#istance’ are being worked off early; we 
have better things in prospect.

Vet another excellent piece of work was 
“Traviata,” add in many respects far more 
suited to the hmpany, than the pieces they 
have so far given, (though it is not the first 
performance of“ Traviata“ hy this company). 


Mlle. Genevois has a most charming voice, 


clear, flexible, rather full for a fh 
with certain very telling in 
middle register. Her singing in the second act 
was all that could be hoped for. 
when roused to efforts of passion or\delicasy, is 
also most pleasing. At his best he sbonld be 
really delightful : he was not always definite, 
and seemed to hesitate over his effects at 
times.

certainly not the landowners who were in my 
mind when I wrote my first letter, but rather 
those who find it hard to make two ends meet 
in these days of high rents and living. The 
scheme itself is good, in as far as it concerns 
those of the servants of the Government who 
are fortunate enough to be property holders, 
but I adhere to my original suggestion that in 
order to alleviate the hardships of the poorer 
official, it is necessary for the Government to 
take the matter in hand and erect dwelling 
places which could be let at à reasonable 


rental. Why the Government, should be consi- 


dered unfit to deal with tenants of different 
Nationalities I am quite ataloss to ander. 
stand. It is sarely not such an uncommon posi 
tion fora landlord to be placed in, in Cairo, 
but appareutly Mr. Crossland thinks that the 
mere fact of its being a Government concern 
would be likely to breed disorder in the minds 


of the tenants. This inference is not kind, and 


surely it is absurd. But as your correspondent 
apparently missed the point of my letter, that 
it was the poor and not the rich employés who 
were in need of assistance, it is eas that 
he has also lost sight of the fact that it is not 
an altogether unusual proceeding/ on the part 
of an Administration to build dwellings for d the 
servants, and to let the same at rents.

CAIRO'S WATER SUPPLY. 


AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 
To THe Epiror or tae “Eayprian Gazerre.” 

Sir, — The Egyptian Public, and more 
particoliarly that of Cairo is anxiously await- 
ing the decision of the Government on a very 
important question, as to water supply It may 
be resumed in a few words. Are Cairenes to 
drink underground water or properly filtered 
Nile water! 

I saw it stated recently i in your columns that 
the international commission appointed “ad 
hoc” has made its report, which is being trans- 
lated into French before being published. 

In the first place I have lost faith in inter- 
national commissions in this country ; the first 
I knew of was in 1878 and I have known ot 
many since, have read their reports with 


interest, and have generally found that nothing 


came of them, except considerable expense to 
the country. 

I will refer to one only. 98 12 or 14 years 
ago an International Commission sat in Cairo, 
on the main drainage question, it was composed 
of gentlemen of the same three nationalities, as 
the one to which I now refer. They made 
an elaborate report, but it was generally 
considered that either of its members could 
have made d better one, if left to his own 
devices. And what became of it ] Nothing, 
except the inevitable cost ! And “fortunately” 
nothing came of it, for now it is found to 128
